Sierra Madreans advocating preservation of the 
hillsides will find reasons for real hope developing 
on several fronts which are planned for presen¬ 
tation at the City Council meeting of May 22. 

Perhaps the most immediate ray of light arrived 
in the form of a letter to City Administrator 
Jim McRea last Friday from the national preser¬ 
vation society, the Trust for Public Land (TPL). 

The letter contained a preliminary offer from 
the TPL, based on a fair market appraisal, of 
$550,000 to the city for approximately 920 of its 
nearly 1100 acre Wilderness Area in Santa 
Anita Canyon and adjacent areas. 

According to Mayor George Maurer, the TPL would 
buy the land from the city (another boost to the city 
coffers) and offer it to the Angeles National For¬ 
est which owns the adjacent lands. 

The City Council, Mayor Maurer hopes, will 
approve the offer. The $550,000 will be one of the 
negotiating points, as will a covenant to be placed 
on the land which would legally preserve it in a pris¬ 
tine condition in perpetuity. 

Also included in the mayor’s recommendations 
would be stipulations retaining both water and min¬ 
eral rights for the city. 

Perpetual preservation of the remainder of the 
Wilderness Area, created by ordinance in the late 
1960s, and the remainer of the city-owned hillside 


property — some 300 acres — remains to be con¬ 
sidered and, as yet, no approach has been made to 
the Los Angeles County Flood Control concerning 
preservation of its 25 or more acres of hillside pro¬ 
perty. 

Since the Flood Control offered at least one of 
its parcels for sale in the past, negotiations could 
prove to be an important preservation consideration. 

The Sierra Madre Mountain Conservancy will 
also be presenting one of its preservation “rays of 
hope’’ at the May 22 meeting. 

The conservancy, according to Randall Taylor, 
conservancy board chairman, has received tentative 
approval for its $5 million project plan by the 
countywide Bond Act Advisory Committee appoint¬ 
ed by the County Board of Supervisors to submit 
a list of worthy funding projects for the proposed 
$750 million County Wildlife & Parkland Bond Act 
which will be on the November ballot — if three of 
the five supervisors approves it in July. 

The city would also receive its per capita share 
of the $180 million alloted to cities which, Taylor 
said, would amount to some $182,000, according to 
the latest information received by the city. 

The county bond would also provide additional 
funds for the Santa Monica Mountain Conservancy. 
It held a meeting in February with Sierra Madre pre-

Beautification Committee starts water conservation aid 


The News is publishing a series of garden 
water-conservation articles from the Sierra Madre 
Beautification Committee as a public service for resi¬ 
dents wishing to participate in the current county 
and state-wide water preservation movement. 

The Raymond Basin Management Board, of 
which Sierra Madre is a member, voted at a recent 
meeting to request its members to voluntarily cut 
back pumping by 10 percent and encourage users 
to conserve water w herever possible. 

The Raymond Basin, from which we pump 
our water, imports 50 percent of its water (al¬ 
though Sierra Madre imports none) and the esti¬ 
mated shortfall this year, because of severe drought 
conditions in Northern California, is estimated at 


Edward J. Wellman, Ph.D., president of the 
Sierra Madre Senior Citizens Club, has honored Sat¬ 
urday as Sierra Madre’s Older American by the 
Los Angeles Board of Supervisors.

We are using next year’s water now. 

Obviously, we can’t continue to rob the future 
by depleting reservoirs and lowering water tables. 
We must begin to practice conservation now , before 
it is too late. 

This series of articles deals with various ways 
to conserve water in gardens and our subject for this 
segment is one of the most difficult gardens in which 
to institute water thrift. 

Most people think “container gardens” — those 
with many or most of their plants in pots and con- 
triners — are next to impossible for practicing

water conservation. 

However, the right approach, container plants 
can lead a long and happy life with watering two 
to three times a week in hot weather, instead of 
once or twice a day. 

One of the big clues is to use the largest size 
container suitable for the plant and the space avail¬ 
able. .An ideal size is 12 to 18 inches in diameter 
and at least 16 inches deep. 

Water evaporates more slowly from large pots. 
If the plant demands a small pot, try double- 
potting (putting the smaller pot inside a larger one 
with mulch around the circumference of the inside 
pot). Water both the inner and outer pot material.

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Safety first 

Approximately 49,000 Americans 
die in traffic crashes each and every 
year. As many as half of these fatalities 
could be prevented if everyone buckled 
up their car seat belts, according to 
Joseph M. Kaplan, president. Greater 
Los Angeles Chapter National Safety 
Council. 

The up-coming Memorial Day 
weekend is one of the deadliest times of 
the year on our streets and highways. 
.As many as 480 people may die in vehicle 
accidents across America on those three 
days alone, Kaplan warns. 

In an effon to reduce that terrible 
toll, “Buckle Up America Week!” has 
been proclaimed for May 21-28, the 
week preceding the official celebra¬ 
tion of Memorial Day. 

One of the major aims of Buckle 
Up America! is to increase seat belt 
usage to 70 percent by the end of 
1990. Even that modest goal will result 
in the saving of tens of thousands of 
lives, as well as billions of dollars, in 
the next few years alone. 

In other traffic news, each year over 
1100 bicyclists are killed and another 
50,000 are seriously injured as a re¬ 
sult of traffic accidents, says Kaplan, 
National Safety Council. 

.Appro.ximately 75 percent of cyc¬ 
lists’ deaths and permanent disabilities 
are the result of head injuries, more than 
half of which could have been pre¬ 
vented by wearing approved bicycle hel¬ 
mets. 

“Since May is American Bike 
Month, there is no better time to remind 
cyclists that helmets are as essential 
to their safety as good tires and tight 
handlebars,” Kaplan notes. 

W’hen securing a helmet, a cyclist 
should make sure the model has been 
approved by the Snell Memorial Foun¬ 
dation or the American National Stand¬ 
ards Institute. A good helmefwill have 
a stiff and smooth outer shell, a shock¬ 
absorbing inner liner made of poly¬ 
styrene and adjustable chin straps. 

But, reminds Kaplan, a helmet will 
protect you only if you wear it. “Make 
it a habit, just like buckling up your 
seat belt whenever you enter a motor 
vehicle,” he concludes.

Urges passage of Props. Ill, 108

Anvone who drives 
Southern California’s 
streets and freeways 
knows that oif transpor¬ 
tation rie' .vork is in a 
crisis state. 

Fo'’tMna.ci>, we the 
voters have the 
chance to do something 
about this situation by 
voting “yes” on 
Proposition 111 and 
108 on the June 5 
ballot. 

Together these two 
propositions provide 
S18.5 billion over the 
next 10 years for street 
maintenance, highway 
funding and rail transit. 

Right now California 
ranks 50th out of all the 


states in per capita 
spending on transporta¬ 
tion. Part of the reason 
for this is that our 
gasoline sales tax has 
not kept pace with infla¬ 
tion; in fact our present 
gas tax of 9 cents per 
gallon buys less than the 
original 2 cents a gallon 
tax did when it was in¬ 
troduced in 1923. 

Our state highway 
construction is now 
only 45 percent of 1966 
levels, and with our 
new generation of 
automobiles becoming 
increasingly fuel effi¬ 
cient, we are gassing 
up less at the pump, 
thereby, putting less mo¬ 
ney into state highway 


funding. 

Proposition 111 will 
add a nickle more to the 
gas tax this year with 
another penny added in 
each of the next four 
years. It also allows 
un upward adjustment in 
commercial truck weight 
fees. 

But Proposition 1112 
would not merely inaease 
the gas tax — just as 
important it pegs the 
state spending limit to 
California’s economy 
so that it better reflects 
the growth in our pop¬ 
ulation and cost of living 
instead of the nation’s 
as a whole; by doing this 
we wil 'nefit all state 
programs, not just trans- 


ponation. Contrary to 
some statements you 
may have heard, 
Proposition 111 does 
not abolish the 
spending limit. The 
spending limit remains 
in force. 

Proposition 108 is 
part of the transporta¬ 
tion funding package. It 
is concerned with rail 
transit, providing SI bil¬ 
lion for numerous inter¬ 
city, commuter and 
urban rail projects 
throughout the state — 
however, it cannot be¬ 
come law unless Proposi¬ 
tion 111 passes also — 
that is why we must vote 
“yes” on both proposi-

1 was swinging the old shovel during one 
of those “dog days,” when the heat was over 1(X), 
and my body staned craving water ... a lot of 
water. Throughout the day 1 swilled well over a 
gallon, and it went down real good. As 1 stood 
in the shade 1 thought of a story 1 recently read 
in Yankee magazine. It was a horror story 
about water in Woburn, Mass., a town much like 
out little hamlet. 

A young lady’s son, it seems, contracted 
leukemia in 1972. She suspected the town’s water. 
Few believed her, not even her husband. The EPA 
didn’t exit then, and local officials branded her 
an alarmist ... at the very least a hysterical 
woman. 

As her son’s condition worsened, she per¬ 
sisted and learned of other sick children in 
this reclusive, “keep to ourselves” community. 
By 1979, her campaign was as strong as ever 
and well-reported, resulting in anger from 
residents over the effects it had on property 
values. 

It was then that she turned to her only 
ally at the time, a minister. He, also, didn’t 
think her cause had much merit, but he was 
concerned about her as “an injured mother.” 


He devised a plan to either break open the case 
or put it on the shelf forever. They would 
condua a study. A simple newspaper question¬ 
naire was used and a meeting scheduled. The 
results shook Massachusetts. They found 14 
children with leukemia within the same seaion 
of town, eight of them in the woman’s 
neighborhood. 

The results, shared with the boy’s doctor, 
prompted an immediate call to The Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta. Eventually, four 
cancer-causing agents were found in the city’s 
water supply, and it was shut down permanently. 
Two large firms were sued as being the genera¬ 
tors of the toxic chemicals and their plants 
were eventually closed. The boy died of his can¬ 
cer in 1981. A few months earlier the woman’s 
husband left for Canada to escape his wife’s 
“obsession about the water.” She still gets hate 
mail from people who lost their jobs at the closed 
plants. 

The next time you sip or swill a glass of 
our water, take time to think of how precious 
a resource it is, and how costly it has been for 
one woman in a small town in Massachusetts.

High loss attributed 
to Dec. 6 fire 

The Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department’s 
annual report lor 1989, submitted by Fire Chief 
Ed Tracy, revealed that $787,050 in fire losses 
occurred during the year, $721,000 of which was 
due, to the disastrous Dec. 6, 1989 downtown fire 
in which six businesses were destroyed or damaged. 

Fires in dwellings accounted for $59,500 in losses 
and motor vehicles fire damages totaled $5500. 

Total alarms for the year were reported as 
658. Of these, 498 were either rescue/first aid or 
medical assistance. Fire alarms included buildings, 
brush or gra.ss, vehicle, rubbish, tree/pole fire and 
natural gas leaks. 

Other alarms included smoke, electrical wires 
down, flooded buildings, gasoline spills, bomb scare 
(one), hazardous materials, .service calls and mutual 
aid; 

, Nineteen false alarms were recorded. 

Various causes reported were electrical, negli¬ 
gence, food on/in stoves, backfire in auto car- 
burators, auto gasoline leaks, natural gas leaks, 
gas appliances misfunction and hazardous materials. 

Three causes were listed as arson, with the total 
causes listed at 55. 

No injuries or fatalities occurred. 

Total fire suppresion and rescue/emergency 
medical service responses were 498. The average fire 
dispatch time to the scene were recorded as 4.09 
minutes and average completion time as 43.2 minutes 
(the average showing considerable increase because 
of the Dec. 6, 1989 dow ntown fire). 

The Fire Prevention Bureau recorded 3004 
hours spent on inspections, plan checks, equip¬ 
ment checkout, investigation and court appear¬ 
ances, risk management, weed abatement, adminis¬ 
tration, movie detail, meetings and report reviews.

1 share many of the concerns expressed by 
councilmembers during their discussion ot the 
proposed ordinance. The mayor is a strong 
supporter of downtown. He is on the public 
record as supporting the revitalization pro¬ 
gram. Along with many, he is anxious to see 
growth in the number and type of retail stores 
downtown. Main Street and the chamber share 
everyone’s desire for the availability ot an in¬ 
creased mix of retail goods downtown. 

It is strongly debatable whether restrictive 
zoning is an effective solution. Several years 
ago our neighbor. Temple City, put a lirst floor 
only zoning restriction. In a short time their

downtown vacancy rate climbed significantly, 
some suggest it got up to 40 percent. For the 
past two years our vacancy rate has been six 
percent or less. 

Attractive retailers to our downtown needs 
to be done with a positive program. We must sift 
through the facts and figures provided by the 
recent marketing niche study, convert them into 
an attractive sales tool and go out prospecting. 
The existing commercial property inventory 
information developed by Main Street needs 
to be maintained and expanded. More current 
information on lease terms, rates and pro¬ 
perty availability needs to be collected. 

Working with e.xisting property owners 
and their realtors to attract tenants is a pro¬ 
ductive, positive part of the business recruit¬ 
ment effort. It requires participation and 
cooperation by both property owners and list¬ 
ing realtors. We can identify specific types of 
tenants that will find our market place 
attractive. We can make contact in person and 
through direct mail, providing the kind of 
marketing information retailers need to 
determine whether Sierra Madre can be profit¬ 
able for them. 

These are only a few of the positive efforts 
that need to be undertaken. They take both 
time and money. Time to talk with properly 
owners, collect information, answer questions 
and develop a mutual confidence. Time to pre 
pare mailing lists, search through marketing 
data to create a valid prospect list. Money is 
needed to print information, conduct direct 
mail and other sales campaigns.

1 drive to the Huntington Library in Pasa¬ 
dena to hear poet Paul Zimmer, leaving a 
second grade classroom where the children are 
making paper dolls for Cinco de Mayo. 

Wondering through the parking lot, I no¬ 
tice a car parked in the handicapped zone. It 
bears a bumper sticker that reads; “Poetic 
License.” 

I wonder if this is Paul Zimmer’s car, 
whether the poet is a handicapped man. It 
seems, from my experience, that poets usually 
are handicapped in some way, perhaps it is what 
makes them poets. 

“Would you like to come hear the poetry 
reading?” invites the attractive woman standing 
at the door of the Overseers Room. 

“Oh, Yes!” I tell her, and walk in to the 
wood paneled room that has the formality and 
grace of a less fragmented time. 

Jean Burden, referred to by some as the lo¬ 
cal “grand dame” of poetry, introduces Paul 
Zimmer as “one man and many.” She tells 
us he was in her poetry workshop ( a workshop 
that still continues) 30 years ago. At that time 
he worked at Vroman’s bookstore. Now he has 
published 10 books of his own, winning prizes 
for some. He is the director of the University 
of Iowa Press. .And once a year (he tells us 
this) he travels to London on business. 

To the audience, to me, he seems the epi¬ 


tome of the literary life. 

“This is the most beautiful place in which I’ve 
ever read,” he says. It is not only the room, but 
the gardens outside as well. Acres of green lawn, 
rare flora, and the sky, which 1 notice 
today looks particularly English. 

He is not handicapped. As he stands at the 
podium, professorial, he looks strong and kind 
and wise. And his poems look like he does. 

“Poetry comes like puberty,” he says, 
reminding us that when you make the decision 
to be a poet, it is a life decision, you have then 
always to make sure you find the time to write 
it. 

“Pay attention to what you take for 
granted,” he says. 

He reads poems entitled, “A Rant Against 
Losses,” “The Poets’ Strike,” “How Birds 
Should Die.” He reads some Wanda poems 
and one about his adversary, Embelis. In ano¬ 
ther one he creates his own vision of heaven; 
it is a meeting place of the great writers, with 
the background music of jazz musicians, Duke 
Ellington, etc. "(Heaven) is about being thank¬ 
ful for eternity,” he poem concludes. 

After the reading 1 watch as he, his wife 
(“I’ve been in love for over 30 years”), 
a man in a wheelchair (is this the car with 
“Poetic License”), and his wife stroll through 
the Huntington grounds in the direction of the 
Oriental gardens, or maybe it was heaven . . .

Gertrude Gerke has compiled a historical 
treatise for The Sews, concerning information 
taken from the weekly newspaper, beginning 
.\fay 3, 1940, as told by C. W. Jones, first Mayor 
of Sierra Madre. This will be continued each 
week.

“When I Came to Sierra Madre,” 

By C.W. Jones 

May 3, 1940; 

When 1 came to Sierra Madre in 1906, 
it was the day following the celebration of the 
coming of the inter-urban or Pacific Electric. 
The community was only about 400 souls, 
living on small fruit acreage, and among 
them a few commuters to Los Angeles and Pasa¬ 
dena. There were about four stores: Norris 
General Merchandise, Robinson Grocery, C.M. 
Clark & Co. Hardware, and Bethelheimer’s 
Red Cross Drugstore. 

The streets were all on buggy-ways, 
bordered by a magnificent carpet of wild 
flowers growing knee-high deep and shaded by 
miles of those graceful pepper trees (many of 
w hich were soon removed to commercialize the 
appearance of the incipient downtown sec¬ 
tion). The influence of which presented a 


picture of romance and immediately created a 
desire to live in such a setting. 

No intention to come here entered our 
minds until after we had taken deep draughts of 
Sierra Madre’s incomparable mountain water, 
breathed its fragrant exhilarating ozone, 
and seen what to us was the most charming 
spot for a home we had ever beheld. 

In March we purchased a number of lots 
in the Monte Lado Tract — then only 40 acres 
plowed field — and built our barn (we still call 
it our “barn"), which we moved into just 
34 years ago this week - 1906. The town or 
community naturally was widely scattered, be¬ 
ing a group of 5- and 10-acre home plots and 
the streets were broken at every intersection by 
cross gutters entirely impassable to the present 
day automobiles, and not a foot of paving or 
sidewalks in town. 

The first person we met was Mrs. L.M. 
Rice, who brought us a tray of glasses and a pit¬ 
cher of water as we sat on the stone wall across 
the street, south of the present Bethany Church, 
eating our picnic lunch. Her hospitable home 
was the happy meeting place of many new and 
prospective residents.

Some of the in- 
betweens included 
bromeliads, numerous 
cacti, callas, choreop- 
sis, chrysanthamums, 
c'ivias, delpohiniums, 
epidendrums, epiphil- 
lums, fountain grass, 
various geraniums, 
ginger, heather, heavenly 
bamboo and iris. 

Still others included 
loquat trees, maiden 
hair ferns, mint, orchid 
trees, oregano, narcissus 
bulbs, pregnant onions, 
rosary beans, roses 
silk floss trees, 
spider plants, stag¬ 
horn ferns and do¬ 
zens of different kinds of 
succulents. 

Even a boxful of home¬ 
grown sweet lemons was 
among the contributions 
,this year. 

, Shelby Pope, Beauti¬ 
fication Committee 
chair, and Cherry Law- 
son, collected two flat¬ 
bed trucks and two pick- 
tup truckloads of plants 
from donors before 
the exchange and 
numerous boxfuls were 
added as the exchange 
progressed. Tables, 
benches and the entire 
pergola floor were 
crammed several feet 
deep with cuttings, pots, 
containers, bags, flats 
and cans holding precious 
plants contributed by 
caring citizens.

Pots many also be sunk into the ground where 
surrounding soil will help water retention. 

Glazed pottery retains moisture the longest; 
wood helps to insulate the soil. 

Painting the inside of containers with liquid 
asphalt roofing sealer in another effective water 
retention measure. If you don’t like the looks, 
paint to just below the soil line. Clear sealers 
are available for pottery and may be applied 
both inside and out without aesthetic detriment. 

Soil polymers (Broadleaf P4) are the near- 
miraculous new water-holding addition many contain¬ 
er gardeners swear by, and various mulches 
should be considered a “must” for pot fanciers. 

Mulches include cobblestones, compost, bark, 
gravel or stones. The choice is up to the gardener. 
Both have plus and minus factors. Rocks retain 
heat, but organic materials may be flushed away 
with watering. 

A drip system can be a great aid if you don’t 
fancy hand watering, and many nurseries will help 
you design one to fit your particular needs, at a 
nominal cost, or design one for you. A timer is ano¬ 
ther conservation measure, but needs attention to 
suit the weather. 

Finally, drought resistant plants are perhaps 
the greatest aid to water conserva¬ 
tion in any garden. Many are as attractive as their 
more thirsty sisters and these will be the subject 
or another Beautification Committee water con¬ 
servation article.

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Dr. Jean — educational pyschologist

Dr. Jean Quinn, edu¬ 
cational therapist, is some¬ 
what a pioneer in her 
field and her specific 
field in itself is con¬ 
siderably new. She lives 
in Lower Hastings Ranch 
and spends a great 
deal of time working in 
Sierra Madre. 

Dr. Jean, as she calls 
herself, has an educa¬ 
tional therapy service. 

Educational therapy is a 
profession with almost 
as many different treat¬ 
ment orientations as 
there are practitioners. 

Dr. Jean says, “I 
would be considered de¬ 
velopmental, eclectic, a 
person who uses regular 
education materials but 
modifies them. 
To be listed as an edu¬ 
cational therapist in the 
Association for Educa¬ 
tional Therapists’ direc¬ 
tory, one must have 
schooling and super¬ 
vised practical exper¬ 
ience equal to a clinical 
psychologist or MFCC or 
LCSW therapist. 

“This is a new field. 
At the present time, 
because there is no 
state examination, insur¬ 
ance does not cover this 
service. Fees range 
from $15 to $50 per 
session or hour. The 
lowest fee includes tutor¬ 
ing only with a less ex¬ 
perienced teacher; the 
highest fee involves 
coordinating and being 
involved in a number of 
services and persons 
affecting the child’s 
school difficulties or the 
adults, these services 
being performed by a 
highly experienced 
special education in¬ 
structor. Only the 
teaching sessions are 
billed.” 

Her education from 
life experience began 
in the ’50s with the 
birth of two develop- 
mentally disabled sons. 
The oldest, David, 
was “aphasic, hyper¬ 
active and disorganized 
cognitively and motor- 
ically.” 

He has no self-gen¬ 
erated speech until 
after he taught himself 


to read at the age of 
6 '/ 2 . His textbooks 
of choice were encyclo¬ 
pedias; he talked like an 
encyclopedia until 
his late teens. David is 
presently completing his 
doctorate in urban 
politics at Claremont. 

Peter, son two, is an 
artist. He studies and 
works at the Art Center 
for Developmentally Dis¬ 
abled Artists near USC. 
He is both retarded and 
severely learning disabled 
with a wide scatter of 
abilities. Peter lives 
at home. 

“A third son, Gary, 
was a typical kid, so, 
luckily, 1 had the oppor¬ 
tunity to learn as a par¬ 
ent about the growth and 
development of a normal 
child as well as ab¬ 
normal children. Gary is 
a businessman residing 
in Denver, Colo., with 
his family, wife Cindy 
and three daughters, 
Tanya, Allison and 
Mandy, ages 12, 7, and 5,” 
she says. 

“My working exper¬ 
ience is almost as long 
as it is varied. 1 began 
as a volunteer in San 
Diego, working with 
some well-known pro¬ 
fessionals on meeting the 
needs of special education 
children. 

“1 co-founded a school, 
and was very active in 
the EH (educationally 
handicapped) legislation 


taught curriculum in 
both regular and special 
education. 

Now she is Dr. Jean, 
an eduf''’*ion therapist in 
private practice. 

“1 work with all 
kinds of learning dis¬ 
abilities. the popularly 
labeled ‘dys’ such as 
dyslexia (can’t read), 
dyscalculia (can’t add, 
subtract, multiply, divide), 
dysgraphia (can’t write), 
the mild aphasias, that 
is, mild language diffi¬ 
culties which are a 
part of the ‘dys’ groups, 
and pseudo-learning 
disabilities or emotionally- 
based learning problems. 

1 also work with 
high school and college 
students who need help 
in creating an educational 
and work program tail¬ 
ored for him or her.” 

In the two years of 
Dr. Jean’s enterprise 
she has worked on site at 
17 schools: 11 public 
and 6 private. She 
has offices at Bethany 
Christian School in 
Sierra Madre where she 
has a number of clients. 
Behind her house in a 
little red school house 
where she also works 
with preschoolers and 
adults, generally with 
assessment and referral 
services rather than 
tutoring. 

Dr. Jean is from an 
educationally - oriented 


background. “My par¬ 
ents were both univer¬ 
sity professors, and 
my father was a univer¬ 
sity dean. My academic 
education spanning five 
decades began in the 
nursery with a library 
of books where 1 taught 
myself to read. It con¬ 
cluded, formally at 
least, at Claremont 
Graduate School with 
a Ph.D. in Educa¬ 
tion. I did my under¬ 
graduate work at Stan¬ 
ford, and, along with my 
classmates, wonder if 1 
could gel in today. For 
sure 1 would not want 
to figure out how to pay 
the tab.” 

Dr. Jean’s “better 
half,” Dave is finan¬ 
cial manager for JPL’s 
Magellan project. They 
have known each other 
since their years at Stan¬ 
ford. The family has lived 
in Lower Hastings 24 
years. Previously, they 
lived in San Diego. 

She grins when she says 
“As Dr. Jean had I 
been wiser two and a 
half years ago when 1 
named myself and my 
service, 1 would have 
called myself Dr. 
Maurer considering all 
the publicity George 
(Mayor Maurer) has been 
getting. Maurer is my 
maiden name.” She and 
George have decided 
they may well be distantly

related. 

“For sure 1 am related 
to a very large former 
Sierra Madre family, 
the Jm Maurers of 
East Alegria. Jim, my 
twin brother, is now semi- 
retired, teaching corpor¬ 
ate law at the University 
of Arkansas. Jim and 
Sue still have two 
sons of 11 and 14 
at home. They have a 
good start on grand¬ 


children with 15.” 

“I think I have one 
of the most inter¬ 
esting, varied, and dif¬ 
ferent educational occu¬ 
pations in the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley. 1 feel par¬ 
ticularly fortunate in 
being able to spend ap¬ 
proximately half my hours 
in Sierra Madre, a truly 
wonderful place to 
work,” Dr. Jean 
concludes.

servationists and was very encouraging about pros¬ 
pects for including our hillsides in its funding if 
additional monies are forthcoming from various 
sources. 

One of these lies with an Assembly Bill, also 
in process, which can make funds available to the 
Santa Monica Conservancy Rim of the Valley Corri¬ 
dor — a vast planned system of open space which 
envisions eventually expanding as far as Glendora. 

It currently covers areas extending from the Santa 
Monica Mountains to behind JPL in Pasadena. 

The Sierra Madre Conservancy should have its 
Federal tax exemption status in 30 to 60 days which 
will expand its capabilities immeasureably. 

In relation to the prospective county bond 
act, the Sierra Madre Conservancy has sent registered 
letters to nine property owners regarding possible 
objections to the bond proposal. They have not yet 
received all of the property owners’ responses but, 
to date, those who have responded have stated they 


have no objections. 

The responses are considered a vital part of the 
final approval by the Bond Act Advisory Com¬ 
mittee for the Sierra Madre project. If a significant 
number are in opposition, the project could be in 
jeopardy. 

Taylor stressed the fact that any purchase of 
private land in the hillsides (some 400 acres) by the 
conservancy, or offer of funds in return for preserva¬ 
tion easements (wherein a property owner agrees, 
for a price, to place far fewer homes on his land than 
without the easement) would be on a purely volun¬ 
tary basis. 

The approach of the conservancy, thus, is 
planned on a very different basis that the City 
Council’s approach to date through restrictive 
zoning which a number of large property owners 
have termed as “confiscatory.” Two of them, 
Michael Heflin and the Lawson Martins, have filed 


suit against the city over its stringent Hillside Or¬ 
dinance, No. 1054, which restricts building to one 
house per 40, 20, 10 and 5 acres across the hill¬ 
sides. 

Action by the council now needed by the con¬ 
servancy includes approval by the council of trans¬ 
fer of the bond funds and other monies received 
for conservancy purposes, and of the conservancy's 
plans for implentation of the use of those funds to 
acquire lands and/or conservation easements.

Her exhibition is en¬ 
titled “Shellscapes,” 
and she portrays the shell 
in wholistic fashion, 
with the pearl as a re¬ 
curring theme. Parts of 
the shells are them¬ 
selves transformed into 
the surrounding moun¬ 
tains, water, dunes, sky 
or sun. Her large, mono¬ 
lithic shapes become 


surrealistic ao- 
stractions, portaying 
the space, time and mood 
of the object as an integ¬ 
ral part of the environ¬ 
ment.

our selfishness is by our 
willingness to admit it 
when we are wrong. La¬ 
ban could not bring him¬ 
self to acknowledge his 
problem. Recognizing 
selfishness is painful, 
but it is the first 
step on the road back 
to God, and healthy 
relationships with people.

The last couple of 
weeks we were comment¬ 
ing on Pastor Clyde s 
dissertation on “nega¬ 
tivism” and its destruc¬ 
tiveness. He pointed out 
that the Pharisees were 
the negative thorn in 
Jesus’ side. That 
whatever Jesus attempted 
to do they stood in the 
breech to negate or des¬ 
troy. Clyde pointed 
out that some of the 
churches ot today arc 
inadvertently playing 
the same role by taking 
the scriptures further 
than God intended, by 
being obsessed with 
conformity, and by 
lacking objective think¬ 
ing with no ability to 
see the reason of why 
they do what they 
do. 

This all leads to a 
ministry of “Trivial 
Pursuit.” It starts with 
the teaching as doc¬ 
trine the “commands of 
men.” This leads to lay¬ 
ing aside the essence of 
what we do. We then 
spend hours doing our 
nails and ignoring the 


lump in our breast. Tri¬ 
vial pursuit commits the 
crime of allowing us to 
switch the price tags in 
our value system. We be¬ 
come the determiners 
and not God. Lastly, 
and most importantly, 
it all leads to t-he 
brutalization of 
God’s primary com¬ 
mand, “to love.”
